Indeed thedruukard is 
of no use toany one but a teetotal lecturer. 
He. is a horrible example. without doubt; 
but what treatment should be meted out to 


him is rather an open question. Should he, 
be regarded as dne of the mentally deticient,' 


then’ he ought to be treated as other im- 


“heciles, but if he be placed under tae 
category of thowe who overindulge one 


form of restraint ought to be recommended- “The death has just taken place at the Govern-

China to amend her syatema and develop her 
resources 60 a8 to educate thorough ability of 
telf-defencs, To that end his Bxcelleney nrges 
the adoption of constitutigudl government and 
the grant of local autonomy. Elo enters into 
mony details, among others that an oath should 
be taken in tha above sense fore the anastral 
tombs, whioh idea he probably derived from tha 
precadent of the celebrated Imporial ath taken 
io Japaoat the Restoration, ‘Tbe memorial is 
very weighty and of grost interest. but tha 
reaume given by the telegroph is scanty. It ia 
said that the Vicoroy has resudved to resign his 
office if hie suggestions be not accepted by tha 
Throne, 7 , 

Meanwhile the Chinese Government sooms to 
bain asiate of considerable anxiety about the 
doings of the revolutionary party, and is mid to 
bs revolviog various meaua for removing the 
partition that has hitherto sood betwaen tha 
Manchu and the Chinese olemm ts of the Empira.
